English town the pawnshop is to u Chi- 
nese comimui'.ty. 


Its 
lofty, solid b-.iilding rears itself 


above the. bouses and forms the most 
prominent feature of the bird's eye view 
of any tity or towu. They are now na- 
tional institutions nnd were known 
if 


c-sist iu the days of Confucius, over 2,oUO 
years ago. 


It\ those days usurers charged exorbi- 


tant interest for money lent, and very 
frequently 
the 
borrower 
disappeared 


with his booty for good. To one ingen- 
ious lender tlicro came an idea. 
As 


Postages weit- given in war as a guaran- 
tee of g.'iod faith, why should not bor- 
rowers deposit pledges for the money 
lent them? Thus originated pawubroking 
in China. 
The pawnshop is a square 


building, towering to some 70 or SO feet 
ubove the ground. The lirst "0 feet are 
liuilt of solid granite, the remainder of 
best brick. 
As precautions against firo 


end thieves they are most solidly built. 
No woodwork is allowed on the outside, 
and the walls are raised several feet 
above the roof. The windows are very 
small and tightly laced with thick irou 
bars, and inside are iron shutten> to rope) 
tiames. 


The 
eight or ten 
storied 
building 


stands several feet back from the street j 
line. There is n small doorway, and he- j 
hind it stands a wooden screen bearing j 
the name ot the pawnshop. 
Instead of 
< 


the English "three balls" the Chinese I 
pawning sign consists of two. This rep-1 
reseats the bottle gouid, used in China' 
as a natural lift- buoy, and thus pro- 
claims the pawnshop as "the life pre- 
server." 


Behind the signboard Is a small court- 


yard, where all business is transacted. 
The front of the shop is fenced off with 
iron bars, like n lion's cage, six foci 
above the ground. The Chinese coining 
to pawn his winter clothes hands up the 
bundle to the broker behind the bars. 


The Chinese "uncle" fixes the price, 


gives the "nephew" a ticket and the 
money, and the pledge is ticketed and 
packed nway just as in Kugland. 


The rates of interest are high. On ad- 


vances of loss than 10 shillings 'M per 
cent per annum is charged, from Id shil- 
lings to £1 24 per cent and on larger 
bums slightly less. 


But dining the winter months articles 


can be redeemed nt a reduction of one- 
third in the interest, as si concession to 
the needs Of tile poor. 


A pledge may hold good for three years. 


After that time it cannot be redeemed. 


Periodically the pawnshops sell off their 


unredeemed pledges to secondhand shops, 
bales direct to the public being forbidden. 


On migrating to Australia, Amciica or 


elsewhere, the Chinaman pawn* his im- 
plemi ntx of worship—center, urn, tripod, 
etc., thus le.iving them in security till IHH 
return. 
Pawnshops are also used na 


bunks. 


A man having saved some money con- 


f-igns It to the pawnbroker for snfc custo- 
dy, paying a umall fee for the privilege. 
From time to time he is admitted to tn-u 
thnt his trenstne is intact or to add to it. 


There are three classes of pawnshops in 


China. The largest are. ot course, the 
wore respectable, 
while 
the smaller 


house1; are mure grasping in their busi- 
ness. Both are duly licensed by the gov- 
ernment und pay (in annual fee. There 
are also small secret pawnshops existing 
outside the law nnd only by connivance 
with the ollicinlx, whose complacency is 
purchased. 
Iu China the- business of 


puwnbrokitic ^i followed by the- highest 
Kicn in the kingdom. 


The Chinese "uncle's" great enemies 


are fire und thieves. If fire originates in 
the shop, the proprietor must pay the full 
Value of nil pledges destroyed. 
If the 


building is wrecked by a fire starting out- 
side, tl.e owner is ex< nipt t-avu lor a 
small percentage. As to robbers, curt 
loads of stones are stored to repel an ni- 
tnck. prompted by the rich booty of the 
pawnshop. Tin- attendants are also arm 
ed, but not infieqticiilly the places are 
wrecked by gangs of robbers.—London 
Express.

known just after the closing ot business 
at U o'clock. Then President Baker '•*- 
sued this formal statement:

"The note teller, who has been in the 


employ of the First National bank for 
many years, is a defaulter to a large 
amount. His operations have continued 
for a considerable period and have been 
skillfully concealed through a manipula- 
tion of his balance book. 


"The discovery was made by one of 


the bunk's employees u few days afK-r 
the completion of an examination of the 
bank by the United States examiners. 


"During the continuance of his pecu- 


lations periodical examinations have been 
made by several distinct corps of ex- 
aminers representing the 
comptroller's 


department, all expert accountants, and 
the- bank has 
:ilw> had freiment inde- 


pendent examinations, none of which bus 
developed nny irregularity. 
The aggre- 


gate of the false entries, amounting to 
$700,000, has been charged off on the 
boohs of the bank out of the reserve 
fund without diminishing the surplus und 
protiN of the bank as reported in its 
lust published statement. .It i-: expected 
that the shortage will be materially re- 
duced by n sttb«tanti:il sum, of which 
there is fair pros-peel of recovery."

mg to do with a white doctor except as a 
last resort. And some of them won't 
even then." 


"Make their own medicines, I sup- 


pose?" 


"No. They have their own doctor. I 


forget his name, but he makes his head- 
quarters in one of the Chinatown stores. 
His presence is said to be so jealously 
guarded that few, if any, white persons 
ever come in contact with him. lie is a 
jcnernble looking chap, with gray hair 
aud a straggling gray beard. Steel bowed 
spectacles serve to give him a wise look. 
His prescription1? are filled from native 
drugs and herbs brought over from Chi- 
ua by a New York tinu of Chinese im- 
porters. A peculiar thing about a sick 
Chinaman is that he canuot be induced to 
take his medicine in doses at regular in- 
tervals as wu Americans do. He wants 
to feel that lie is doing something for his 
complaint when he swallows what is pre- 
scribed for him. and as a consequence the 
Chinese doctor's medicine is administer- 
ed in doses of a piat or a quart each. 
Having taken one dose, the patient set- 
tles himself back to wait for the next day 
to biing the Lour for taking another. I 
suppose thK custom lias something to do 
with the refusal ot the Mongolians to 
Jiave anything to do with American doe- 
lurs and tlieir ilnse* of a spoonful or two 
i very hour or half hour. 


"The Chinese doctor's charges are only 


u (juarter a vint, so that he has the ad- 
vantago of us on the score of cheapness 
too. 
In extreme cases, like advanced 


stages of consumption, for Instance, 1 
have b''0n oalled upon several limes, but 
never to ntteml a patient aillicted with 
any ordinary ill, while scarcely one out 
of nil the hundred odd physicians of my 
acquaintance has ever been into China

DIAMOND MINING. 


A Law That I» the Foundation 


Stone of AH Successful Insurance 
Business—TUc Scope ot tbe Modern 
mortality Table. 
"The doctrine ot averages is a wonder- 


ful thing," said a prominent New Or- 
leans insurance man, chatting in his office 
a few days ago. "It is the foundation of 
all buccc&sful life insurance, and before 
I'ulliejent data were accumulated to form 
the bttMS of the calculations ws employ 
today there was no such thing as a per- 
fectly safe aud stable company, no mat- 
ter how large a capital it might possess. 
Now all that is changed. We have the 
carefully compiled statistics of more than 
a hundred years, aud we are able to fig- 
inu out to a nicety the average life of 
civilized men. 
We can't tell how long 


you personally are going to live, but we 
eau tell with marvelous exactness how 
loug 10,000 men of your age aud general 
condition will survive upon the average. 


"The modern 'mortality table,' as it is 


called, is a striking example of patient 
icscarch and sagacious reasoning. It is 
built up from the vital statistics of thou- 
•-auds of towns and cities and oners 
from three to four generations. Without 
it wo would be completely at sea. for we 
would have no menus of determining how 
much wo should charge a policy holder in 
installments, otherwise premiums, for a 
certain sum, payable at his death. By its 
nid we arc able to compute the amount 
to a nicety, and, while some die earlier 
."tul some later, the average will hit the 
figures of the mortality table to within 
leijS than 30 days. When you co::ie to 
think about it, that is an astonishing 
achievement, ir.id we are growing more 
and more accurate all the time. We are 
j'oini; further and further into details and 
Imdint; out the jireci.se effect of different 
conditions and climate and surroundings 
und vocation* on the duration of life. 
The mortality statistics of the future will 
IK- us exact us the multiplication table. 


"This src:lt principle of the doctrine of 


averages," continued the insurance man, 
"i.s being rapidly e:\tended into cmious 
and interesting side fields. 
The bond 


companies which furnish surety for nil 
kinds of! employees, public and private, 
simply insure men's honesty nnd do it on 
exactly the same basis that other compa- 
nies insure menV lives. Instead of mor- 
tality tallies they vise \\hat might be call- 
ed 'probity tables.' 
They calculate, in 


other words, what prreontago of men will 
steal among a thousand or 10,000 trusted 
servants, surrounded by certain similar 
temptations, and their liguros are bascfl 
on exact records. There is no sentiment 
about the matter. They say, in effect, to 
nn applicant for a bond, 'The odds that 
you will turn thief are 1 to -100 or 1 to 
tK)0 or whatever the cuse may be, and w; 
ate willing to assume the risk for such a 
:mm, payable Annually.' 


"All sorts of side1 questions arc beintf 


probed into: Is au employee more likely 
to steal from a corporation than from an 
individual? 
Are married men mme or 


less bouefat than bachelors? At what np:e 
do moKt cases of embezzlement occurV 
These nad many other questions are be- 
ing rigidly investigated, the tendency be- 
ing to reduce the business to more nnd 
more of an exact science and incidentally 
to i educe the premiums, becaiibe it goes 
without snjing that the greater the ac- 
curacy of the calculations the slighter 
will be the lisle. The old htyle of got ling 
a bond was to go to a friend am! ask him 
to hazard a considerable amount on your 
integrity as a personal favor. 
It was 


embarrassing to both .sides. 
The new 


style is to j-'i I'1 a surely company, which 
replies: 'All right, sir. 
1'leaso step i:p 


and have your honesty measured on our 
scale of averages-.' jn time the breaking 
strain of all men will he corrocllv graded. 
It. won't mean that any particular chap 
in, for instance, the '.?10.000 class' will 
steal when he gets a chance to secure 
that amount of plunder, but that a speci- 
fied number in, say, 120,000 will be moial- 
ly certain to succumb before such a temp- 
tation. 


"Tho employers' liability associations 


arc another development of tho same sys- 
tem. 
They insure against certain mis- 


haps that used to be regarded as mere 
freakish visitations of Providence. Look- 
ing at the matter from a cold business 
standpoint, tho statistician has figured 
out bow many employees will tumble 
down stairs, mash their fingers, fall into 
elevator shafts, got caught by belting aud 
do other painful and disabling things in 
a given space of factory or fchop. They 
calculate upon so many accidents per 
annum, to EO many square feet oC floor, 
and although such things would seem to 
be contingent oil the purest chante their 
statistics have proved so exact that tho 
business of these associations is on al- 
most as rigid a basis as that of an old 
line life insurance company. The indem- 
nity, you understand, is to protect em- 
ployers against damage suits, and instead 
of leaving that item as an 
indefinite 


menace to profits a firm is now enabled 
to set aside a certain amount annually 
for premiums and may consider the risk- 
as ended. 


"Burglar insurance is still another illus- 


tration. Knowing the pize of a city, the 
number of its police, its annual record 
of arrests and certain other particulars, 
the expert is able to calculate' with con- 
siderable exactitude the risk run by onch 
householder of being looted by midnight 
prowlers. It seems a little fantastic, I 
admit, but I am told thnt tho business is 
a decided success. In tho same liiitt arc 
cycloue insurance, window glass insur- 
ance, crop insurance, live stock insurance 
and a hundred and one special varieties 
that ore multiplying every day. In Eu 


Precautions to Prevent Gem Steal- 
ing—Stolidity ot tho Worker*. 


In this part of tho world it is hardly 


Eal'o to have a diamond unless you can 
show that you brought It with you into 
the country or have purchased it of a 
licensed dealer. Time was when receivers 
of the lowest order came hero from all 
parts, and bought tho stone from tho 
workers. I. D. B. (illicit diamond buying) 
attained such proportions that one-half of 
all the gems produced, it was computed, 
wero stolen, tho money value being reck- 
oned at from £300,000 to £1,000,000 every 
year. Stringent enactments have reduced 
the ovil so far as tho white ha-nds are con- 
cerned, and yet, whatever purloining ex- 
ists, it must, in tho main, bo charged to 
thoir account, since they may reside where 
they choose; whereas the 8,000 colored 
people arc strictly confined to their in- 
closures or "compounds," during tho 
three or six months that they spend tit tho 
works. 


"Th-5 greatest outlet for stolen dia- 


mondV says Mr. Gardner Williams sa- 
tirically, "is through tho Transvaal to 
Natal, where they are shipped by 'respect- 
able merchants,' who turn a deaf cur to 
any information from tho diamond fields 
to tbe effect that they are aiding tho sale 
of stolen property." Whcu tho natives 
leave, they are rigorously examined, and

Evideuceg That It la In the Atmoiphere. 


Its Effect Upon Indlvidu»l»—The Bene- 
fits Which It Will In the Near Future 
Bustow Upon Mankind. 


It is a scientific fact that tho atmosphere 


contains morfe or less electricity at all 
times. Over a century ago Benjamin 
Franklin gave a practical demonstration 
of this truth by drawing a current of elec- 
tricity from tho upper atmosphere through 
a kite. Other experiments of a similar 
nature resulted in the death of several ex- 
perimenters, they having unwisely lost 
sight of the fact that it -was necessary to 
have some protection in the shape of in- 
sulation in case of an overcharge. 


These experiments have proved beyond 


doubt that electricity may bo drawn from 
the atmosphere by simple means, all of 
which have been long understood and are 
quite natural; moreover, we know that it 
is easier to obtain this current under some 
atmospheric conditions than others. Dry 
air is a nonconductor and moist air a good 
conductor of this valuable invisible power, 
and tho greatest amount of electricity is 
found when thu atmosphere is charged to 
its full capacity with moisture. 


Electricity is shown in the phenomena 


of thunderstorms, in the slight electrifica- 
tion in the aii during clear weather and 
in tho aurora. 


During tho auroral display it has been 


possible, owing to the abundance of elec- 
tricity in the air, to work telegraph lines 
and transmit messages for long distances 
without tho aid of a battery. Tho most 
plausible theory of the aurora is that of 
Franklin, that it is caused by electric dis- 
charges in the upper air, resulting from 
differing electrical conditions of the cold 
air of the polar regions and the warmer 
streams of air and vapor raised from the 
ocean by evaporation in tropical regions. 


It is generally understood that the clear 


air above tho earth is positively electrified 
and that tho air at the earth's surface is 
negatively electrified and its volume meas- 
ured by its potential from a point above 
the earth to that at tho surface, while the 
air between tho upper and lower layers 
serves to keep the opposite charges separate. 


It is usually found that in cloudy or 


rainy weather the charge is of a negative 
character and with clearing weather it 
changes to posithe, any definite change in 
the electrical conditions indicating u 
change of weather conditions. 


Atmospheric conditions must necessa- 


rily play a very essential part in the elec- 
trical potential. This being so uncertain 
and weather conditions so changeable, it 
may never bo possible to obtain a constant 
for any given cleuition, but It is possible 
to so govern the current drawn from the 
clouds or a clear sky by passing it to earth 
through lightning arresters or possibly re- 
sistance coil.-, that, by tho time it reaches 
the desired point its potential would be .so 
reduced as to allow its charge to ho utilized 
in charging storage batteries. 


Now, it may be t-aid that under tho 


most adverse conditions thecurrent would 
be found too weak to bo of value, but 1 
believe that even under such conditions 
there would bo sufficient electricity gath- 
ered to continue in force that previously 
stored without failure or loss of power, 
provided tho capacity of storing is sulll- 
eieut to meet tho v\ ants of an emergency 
of this character. 


This would provide against the. unstable 


atmospheric element, and, the periods and 
conditions under which its greatest vul- 
iimo exists being known, extra precaution 
and provision must be mail.! for itoring for 
future r.st>. 


It is eonti mled by some that the ocean 


allnrdi the lie-'t facilities forgathering and 
storing this valuable j ower. I contend 
that, although t bom-can may bo the bet- 
ter conductor, it would bo more dillienlt 
to storu on tho ocean t.liali on land, lor it, 
is always an I'ii-.y matter to carry a cur- 
rent to moist soil and there do tho storing. 
Besides, there are in add it ion to bo gathered 
the earth cunvntsand that artificially gen- 
erated by the thousands of dynamos, etc., 
which is of itself today a vast power and 
is hardly utilized before the power is lost. 
Therein nothing to prove that a current 
when once set in motion c-Minnt be con- 
trolled and made a permanent power. Its 
force, if stored, may be used over and over 
again if a proper conductor is provided 
after it lias performed its work to carry it 
to a reservoir or -storage plant for future 
use.

All these forces tend to show 
and provo that there is an electrical dis- 
charge from ono substance to another, anil 
fully demonstrates that it needs but the 
host conductor to gather and a proper re- 
ceptacle to store tho electric fluid which 
constantly surrounds us. 


Several experimenters are already em- 


ployed in devising a plan for gathering 
and storing atmospheric electricity, and 1 
am confident from tho progress already 
attained in this line that it will not bu 
many years before atmospheric electricity 
con bo properly stored and utilized, taking 
the place of all lighting, heating and mo- 
tor power employed at the present day. 


Tho possibilities and uses to which this 


power may be applied arc innumerable. I 
expect to see it used in c^ cry house In as 
simple a manner as gas or water, so that 
it shall be within the reach of tho poor as 
well as tho wealthy. 


Tho earth and atmosphere wero given to 


men, mice and bugs for uselul purposes; 
the earth has responded to many of their 
wants, and now, as science progresses and 
wo are becoming moro enlightened, tho 
possibilities of atmospheric qualities and 
quantities are open for experiment.—K. 
B. Dunn in North American Review.

Unsolved Problems Tlmt Ilnvc to Do 


With Modern Knllruiulliifir. 


"Tbe theory that a moving train car- 


ries aloii'' an envelope of air is very in- 
terest ing," said un engineer, "and I be- 
lieve there is a good deal of truth in if. I 
first hud my attention attracted to the 
subject by a curious incident that hap- 
pened several years ago at a crossing 
near Birmingham, Ala., where train:-! 
puss twice a day at a speed of about 40 
miles an hour. 
The tracks are seven 


feet apart, and there would seem to be 
ample room to stand between them iu 
pei feet safety. 
One afternoon a small 


lox terrier dog belonging to a section 
boss wns asleep iu the middle space nnd 
•woke up just as the trains closed in from 
each side. There was n barrel on the 


! ground near by, and the dog in his fright 


jumped on top of it. 
That possibly 


brought him into one of the riibhiug en- 
velopes of air. At any rate, ho was 
whirled off his feet and thrown clear to 
the roof of tlie opposite car, where he 
was subsequently found jammed against 
a ventiHtor chimney, with no injury ex- 
cept a broken leg. How iu the world he 
ever made such a journey and escaped 
alive is a mystery unless his fall was 
deadened by a cushion of air. 


"Apropos of atmospheric pressure, it is 


a well known fact that there is a 'vortex 
space" or 'zone of suction" directly behind 
any rapidly moving train, and its pres- 
ence accounts for a grotesque happening 
that took place some time ago on the 
Southern Pacific. 
While the California 


bound express was going through west- 
ern Arizona at a clipping gait a passen- 
ger who was on the verge of the jimjams 
rushed out to the rear platform, climbed 
on the rail and jumped off. 
He was 


wearing a very long linen duster, and a 
muscular tourist who happened to be on 
the platform at the time grabbed it by 
the tails as it sniled by and yelled for 
help. 
When some of the others ran to 


his assistance, they found the lunatic 
stretched straight out iu the air behind 
the platform, howling like a Comanche, 
but safely anchored by his duster, which 
had turned inside out and caught him at 
the shoulders. The muscular gentleman 
was hanging on for dear life, but had it 
not been for the fact that tbe would be 
suicide was virtually sustained and car- 
ried along by the suction of the vortex 
space something would certainly have 
given way.

their old methods of talk as if it was the 
latest thing out. 
I rather think tlieir 


children and grandchildren will have the 
same habit. What's bred in the bone is 
sure to come out in the llesli. 


"Tho most troublesome case I ever 


had, 
and I've lots of them on my hands 


now, 
was an old fellow named Hall. 
He 


wns Yankee horn and Yankee liu-d. but 
he not only talked English money, but 
actually thought English money and cast 
his interest in pounds, shillings and 
pence. He was generally easy enough to 
get along with until he came- to the shil- 
lings. 
Then unless you explained and 


specified in every item he went as mad 
as a hatter and refused to trade with 
you until you told him what lie wanted to 
know. He was terribly down, ou what he 
called the 'York shilling.' 


"You know when the states fixed the 


exchange value of an English shilling 
New York counted 8 shilling:-; to a dollar, 
while all of the New England states 
made C shillings equal to a dollar. Kight 
away after this the trouble began and 
continued red hot for many years. All 
over New England a shilling was worth 
16 2-3 cents, while its value in New York 
was only 12l/i cents, or n ninepence in 
New England money. Tears ago when 
this old man Hall was skipper of a lum- 
ber schooner he had ta'ccn a cargo to 
New York and sold it for so many shil- 
lings, causing n loss of 25 per cent on the 
cargo, which ate up the profits i\nd left 
tbe captain badly in debt. He never'got 
over it. Whenever anybody said York 
shilling to him, he flew in a, rage and fair- 
ly frothed nt the mouth.j,,|J^ tba9 "a 
shock during one of these 'fifs un& died 
the next day. 


"Until the time of tbe civil war," said 


the grocer, "more than half ot tlie people 
hereabout talked and thoughf-in money 
of the English denominations. A dollar 
was generally called by its richt name, 
but $1.25 was always seven and six, and

For example, it you owed 


me a ninepence, which was equivalent to 
12% cents, yon gave me 12 ccfots, which 
squared the bill, but if you didn't have 
the exact change and passed me out a 
quarter of a dollar, I handed 12 cents 
hack to you and kept 13 cents for myself. 
It was always a wise plan for a man to 
carry a lot of small change in his pocket 
when he went out among the men, who 
talked shillings and pence." 


"When are the people going to get over 


these foreign ways?" asked a bystander. 


"Never, wholly, I think," was the de- 


liberate answer. "It takes longer to erad- 
icate a habit than it does to acquire it. 
!Tho English speaking race have talked 
in pounds and shillings for more than 
500 years. Some ot us Americans will 
continue to talk it until the year 3000 or 
longer."—Boston Globe.

"If there is one place more than an- 


other that is business from start to finish 
and repeat," said the man who gets 
around occasionally, "it is a city bunk. 
The big ones are almost oppressive in 
their formality, and even the little ones 
on hide streets don't encourage a man 'to 
loat and invite his soul" after he has at- 
tended to what he came there for. But 
it is very different in the country, espe- 
cially in the south. 
In the town down 


there where I spend a few weeks every 
year there are three banks, all good ones 
of a quarter of u million capital each 
and with handsome buildings, hut instead 
of the narrow, penned up accommoda- 
tions for customers as is the rule in city 
hanks their rooms are commodious, and 
they are furnished with chairs and desks 
to write at and plenty of cuspidors for 
the tobacco '-.'hewers. The clerks are be- 
hind railings and counters, but theirs 
are the icstricted quarters, and most of 
the space is set apart for the comfort 
and convenience of customers. They are 
the- general meeting places for fanners 
and other visitors to town, and during 
business hours they are never empty. 


"The work of the bank goes on just 


the same, for everybody "m used to that 
sort of thing, and the crowd outside, 
more like a barroom than a bank, laughs 
and talks and chews tobacco as it that 
wore part of the banking business. 
In 


the summer afternoons the big armchairs 
nrc carried out into the shade, if the 
hank happens to bo on the shady side of 
the street, and they decoiute with their 
occupants the whole street front of ihe 
building. 
In the winter there is a big 


stove, red hot must of the time, that 
makes it pleasant for Yhe people who 
have ridden live or ten miles through the 
cold, and tho crowd is thicker than ever 
because thy weather is not propitious for 
street corner conferences ns it is in sum- 
mer. I hnve never seen the staid deco- 
rum of the city bank iu the country, au.d 
I am suie if any man with newfangled 
notions were to attempt to conduct a 
bank on such lines he wouldn't get 
enough business to declare a centennial 
dividend of ri quarter of 1 per cent. The 
people simply wouldn't have it, mid if 
they couldn't make the bank their head- 
quarters for trading talk ami their gen- 
eral meeting place they would not go 
there, at all."-—New York Sun.

and the miner would got his powder for 
$1.50 or ?1.25 less than he is now pay- 
ing."
